Ch ic a g o, Sept. 10.—TheInter-Occan 
New Orleans special says: “ General 
Emory yesterday informed Governor 
Kellogg that the State Government 
would be turned over to him immedi­ 
ately, in obedience to the President’s 
order. 
Gov. Kellogg conveyed the 
intelligence to bis supporters, and it 
was decided not to take formal posses­ 
sion of the State House until Satur­ 
day, when he will, by his Adjutant- 
General, receive from General Brooks, 
acting Governor, the authority of the 
State. Kellogg takes this move with 
some hesitation as to its effect, not 011 
himself personally, he says, but upon 
the people. He is all alone here, and 
should lie be assassinated, there is 110 
«me, unless it be General Emory, who 
could take up the reins of government. 
Some weeks ago Lieutenant-Governor 
Antone, Secretary of State, Deston de 
Lowell, Speaker of the House, and 
Field, the Attorney-General, all left 
the city, anticipating the outbreak. 
There is now no legal successor to Kel­ 
logg in the State, should he be re­ 
moved by resignation or death. He 
has telegraphed to Antone and Lowell 
to return, but, strange to say, he does 
not receive any reply. 
K ellogg- Issu es n u O rd er. 
The following order will he pub­ 
lished in the official journal on Satur­ 
day morning: 
“ Allstate officers who have been 
prevented during the recent troubles 
from performing their duties, will im­ 
mediately resume their official func­ 
tions. The Board of Metropolitan 
Police will at once assemble and or­ 
ganize the police force of NewOrleans, 
and assume the maintenance of the 
peace and order of the city.

W ji. P. K e llo g g , Governor.” 
D ispatchc* Iri in Mcj iirj anil K ellogg. 
New Yo r k, Sept. 19.—The morning 
papers publish the replies of the oppo­ 
sition journals of Louisiana to dis­ 
patches asking if they would l>u will­ 
ing to resign and abide the result uf 
the new election. McEnery says: “ 1 
am willing to resign if Kellogg also 
resigns, with the understanding that 
there will be a new election. They 
shall be sunk out of sight in my ef­ 
forts to bring about a peaceful solution 
of our unfortunate difficulties and the 
establishment ot an honest and stable 
government, acceptable to all classes 
of citizens.” 
Kellogg, in his reply, says: “ First, 
that McEnery is a defeated candidate 
for the office of Governor, and lias 
nothing to resign. .Secondly, that no 
new election is needed, inasmuch as 
the Constitution of the State provides 
for an election for members of the 
Legislature early in December next, 
arid the Legislature then elected will 
have it within their power to remove 
any or all existing State officials and 
supply their places by men of their 
own choice.” Kellogg concludes as 
follows: “ if we cun have a peaceable 
election in November next, the result 
will show most conclusively, I think, 
that McEnery was not elected to th e 
office to which lie makes such a per­ 
sistent claim.” 
F ire in F n ll R iv e r. M ans.—t'e tlo n -M lll 
D entioyeil uuil I.m -ge I.uhi o f Lili-. 
F all R iv e r, Mass., Sept. 19.—The 
Granite Mill, No. 1, in this place, 
was burned after the operatives began 
to work. It is said that there was a 
fearful loss of life. 
N ew Y o r k, Sept. 19.—A dispatch 
from Fall River at 10:35 a . m. says: 
“The fire is principally confined to 
the Granite Mill, which isa total loss. 
Tlje property is insured for $400,000. 
'file tire is ill burning, but is under 
control. The hands went to work as 
usual, when shortly afterward the fire 
burst forth witli lightning rapidity, 
cutting off the tire alarm and all egress 
from the building, which contained 
some seven hundred men, women and 
children. 
Many perished in the 
Haines. Others jumped from upper 
windows, and were killed instantly. 
The cries of women artd children were 
heart-rending. It is impossible to get 
the numbar of killed. 
B o s to n , Sept. 19.—The Traveler's 
Fall River special says the fire broke 
out in Granite Mill No. 1 this morning 
and spread with great rapidity. The 
employees became alurmed and many 
of them jupmed from the roofs and 
windows. A large number of lives 
were lost in this way. Others were 
burned in the buildings. The excite 
ment is great and it is impossible to 
obtain particulars. 
A later dispatch says no help is re­ 


quired. The fire is under control. 
Probably ten lives were lost, mostly 
by jumping from the fifth story. 
F all R tver, Sept. 19.—The loss by 
burning of Granite Mill No. l,is $500,­ 
000. Most all the operatives in the 
spooling-room in the fifth story were 
panic stricken, and jumped from the 
windows or were suffocated. About 
thirty persons were injured. 
12:30 P. M.—Eighteen charred bodies 
and a number of wounded have been 
recovered thus far. A part of the ma­ 
chinery, in the lower stories, will be 
saved in a damaged condition. 
F u rth e r I 'n r tic u liirs. 
F a ll R iv e r, Sept. 19.—About 7 
o’clock this morning a fire broke out 
in Grauise Mill No. 1, on Twelfth and 
Bedford streets, but owing toa misun­ 
derstanding in regard to the location 
the firemen did not reach the scene 
till the flame9 had made fearful head­ 
way and the entire department was 
summoned. As near as can be ascer­ 
tained under the present excitement, 
the lire originated in the lower or 
fourth story. An attempt was made 
to extinguish it with buckets of water, 
and the door leading to the spool- 
room, which opens south on the lower 
staircase, was closed to keep back 
the employees and prevent 
a 
panic; 
out 
when 
the 
flames 
gained such headway that it was 
impossible to stay them, the escape of 
the girls in the spoe 1-room was cut off. 
The terrified creatures rushed in a body 
for the fire-escape, but the roaring 
flames and blinding smoke which 
poured into the room forced them to 
the northeast end of the apartment, 
where there wa9 no means of escape. 
Many by this time had become suffo­ 
cated; others preferred death liy fall­ 
ing to the ground, sprang recklessly 
from the windows, and were picked 
up, mangled and bleeding, dead and 
dying. The excitement was terrible, 
every mill nearly emptying its con­ 
tents to swell the sympathizingcrowd. 
All the medical men in the city were 
promptly on hand. Mattresses, wag­ 
ons and all paraphenalia of the hospi­ 
tal were promptly furnished, and the 
dead, dying and suffering were attend­ 
ed to. It is certain that nearly thirty 
or forty lives—nearly nil girls—have 
been lost, while the list of wounded is 
probably as great. 
B oston, Sept 20.—The loss of life by 
the fire at Fall River, so far is known, 
is twenty-nine; the loss 011 propertv, 
$500,000. 
B oston, Sept. 21.—Official accounts 
show twenty persons to have been 
killed by the Fall River disaster; three 
are missing; thirty-six wounded, of 
which twenty-six will recover.

S an F rancisco, Sept. 21— A shoot­ 
ing affray occurred this morning on 
Union Place, in which Louis Garrillia 
was shot in the knee by a man who 
refused to give his name when arrest­ 
ed. The wounded man will recover. 
The fire 011 Eighteenth street last 
night destroyed a barn, windmill and 
several outhouses, and part of the resi­ 
dence of Mr. Creighton. His loss is 
about $3,000. 
Mr. Johnson, of the Santa Barbara 
Press, will give his first illustrated 
lecture on Southern California at 
Platt’s Hall to-night. 
Judge Field, sitting in the U. S. Cir­ 
cuit Court with Judges Sawyer and 
Hoffman, has just rendered a lengthy 
decision in the Chinese woman’s ha­ 
beas corpus case.

He sug­ 
gested to counsel, as the case is a very 
important one, that some arrangement 
should be made by which at least one 
of the cases may be carried up to that 
Court.

P o r t s m o u t h , New Hampshire, has 
elected Democratic municipal ofllcers 
for the first time since 1858. 
An up-country editor lias found a 
spring which eradicates worms. For 
the sake of his subscribers, we hope he 
will keep away from that spring. 
Senator Caht. .Scut k/. has an­ 
nounced his determination to stump 
Missouri for the People’s ticket, lie 
is a power in the land. 
There is to be no more extension of 
railroad in the San Joaquin valley this 
season. The graders have all left the 
vicinit v of Bakersfield. 


The Uakersfield Courier thinks the 
building of the Los Angeles and In­ 
dependence Ilailrood will do “some­ 
thing” towards enabling Los Angeles 
to retain the mining trade which 
properly belongs to the Courier'd 
town. 
Those gentlemen w ho do not want 
Uncle B illy Sharon in the United 
States Senate should remember that 
the Government is sadly in want of 
financial brains. Senator Jones made 
the only sensible financial speech of 
the last session and perhaps in S h a ­ 
r o n Nevada will furnish another able 
financial Senator. 


There is a sort ot crazy chap writ­ 
ing the editorials for the San Francisco 
Post, who declares that we shall reach 
the highest degree of prosperity only 
when we have placed the burden of 
taxation solely on land. This loony 
individual never owned a foot of land 
in his life. An editorial writer on the 
Chicago Tribune asserts that we can 
only attain the highest degree of pros­ 
perity when the present system of tax­ 
ing land is abolished. We presume 
this last editor owns land. One of 
these gentlemen docs not know what 
he is talking about, and the other 
talks about wltit lie does not under­ 
stand. 


Their Name is Legion. 
The degree of success which has of 
late attended the efforts of the Demo­ 
cratic party in a number of the East­ 
ern States lias infused new life into 
that organization in this State, and 
they are not few in numbers who 
really believe that the election next 
Fall will place California once more 
under Democratic domination. With 
“ the grand old party ” the number of 
candidates for ofiiee is always in pro­ 
portionate ratio with the chances for 
election; and as the chances are favor­ 
able, or appear to be so, for a Demo­ 
cratic victory, the number of old pat­ 
riots willing to serve the dear people 
in the capacity of State officers al­ 
ready offering themselves is really 
frightful to behold. They are like un­ 
to the locusts of Egypt in numbers. 
The leaders of the “ purest and the 
best” are not dismayed. A few re­ 
verses over yonder cannot discouraire 
the faithful who have rode into office 
for the Union’s sake since 1801. It 
does not seem possible to them that 
the nation can exist without their val­ 
uable services. They expect to win 
the fight once more. There is no lack 
of Republican candidates for any of­ 
fice within the gift of the people. 
From town-beadle to the Chief Exec­ 
utive, they are all engaged. The In­ 
dependents are not demonstrative and 
as yet candidates are not numerous; 
but those whose names we hear men­ 
tioned are men of weight and influ­ 
ence—men in whom the people may 
trust without fear of betrayal. The 
leaders will soon begin to marshal 
their hosts, and wo shall then know 
the strength of the contending armies. 


Downey City. 
There have been complaints that 
land is held too high in this valley; 
that the prices asked are extravagant 
and discouraging to new comers, 
many of whom are compelled, through 
their limited means, to seek homes in 
other localities. There is no doubt, 
some reason for these complaints. 
Some of our land-owners imagine that 
it is a part of their duty to demand 
exhorbitant prices, even if they do fail 
to make a sale. They will learn bet­ 
ter by and by, but to-day an opportu­ 
nity is ofTered by which those who 
wish to purchase land at a reasonable 
rate may secure what they desire, in 
defiance of the land S h y l o c k s . Dow­ 
ney City is located at the present ter­ 
minus of the railroad, which will soon 
extend from this city to Anaheim. 
The great auction sale of town lots 
takes place in Downey City to-day. 
A train will leave here this morning, 
by which those wishing to attend the 
sale may go down and examine the 
property. Downey City is located in 
the heart of the richest body of land 
in the world. The products of the soil 
seem fabulous, and must he seen to he 
believed. The Los Nietos country is 
the wonder of all visitors. Downey 
City is a growing, thriving village, 
and in a very short time it will be a 
tree-embowered town, surrounded for 
miles and miles with orchards, groves 
and vineyards. The whole section 
will produce almost anything without 
irrigation, hut it is well supplied with 
water, should it be needed. To those 
wishing land, every foot of which is 
of the richest soil, we would say at­ 
tend the auction sale of town lots in 
Downey City to-day. 


Los Angeles Raisins. 
Fully five months ago the H e r a l d 
gave a detailed account of the Alden 
fruit drying process and set forth the 
advantages offered l>y this valley to 
any one who would establish one of 
these factories here. The statement 
attracted the attention of wide-awake 
men abroad, and one day we received 
a notification that Mr. G e o r g e B. 
D a v is of Oakland had purchased the 
right of the Alden process for this 
county and would erect and set In op­ 
eration in this city a factory contain­ 
ing three of the most approved evapo­ 
rators. Mr. D a v i s arrived in due 
time, and the building is erected and 
the machinery being placed in posi­ 
tion as fast as possible.' The site se­ 
lected for the factory is on the eastern 
bank of the river, near the bridge. The 
locatiou is high and well adapted for 
the purpose for which it is to bo used. 
The building is four stories high and 
ample in proportions. Mr. F r a n k 
P y l e, the Secretary of the California 
Alden Fruii Drying Company, arrived 
several days since and is superintend­ 
ing the placing of Mr. D a v i s ’ ma­ 
chinery, and will remain here 
until the evaporators are in satisfac­ 
tory operation. These evnporators are 
three in number, and their aggregate 
drying capacity is about seven tons of 
green fruit per day. The factory will 
turn out about two tons of raisins every 
twelve hours. This allusion to raisin 
reminds us to mention that the Los 
Angeles Alden manufactured raisin 
will undoubtedly prove at least thirty- 
three per cent, larger and richer than 
those produced in other portions of the 
State. This fact results from the great 
superiority of our grape. Mr. P y l e , 
who is excellent authority on the sub­ 
ject, is confident that this will be the 
case. Ho has carefully examined 
what we call the Mission grape, and 
pronounces it so much better than the 
Mission grape of Solano county that 
there is no comparison between the 
two. He does not believe that what 
we call the Mission grape is of the 
same variety as that called the Mission 
grape in the counties around San 
Francisco bay. Mr. P y l e is inclined 
to call the common grape of Los An­ 
geles valley a species of the Black Mor- 
rocco. He finds it to contain a much 
greater amount of saccharine matter 
than the common Mission grape, 
and as it is fully double the size, be­ 
side being perfectly developed, he is 
satisfied that the product of Mr.DAVis’ 
factory will be greatly superior to 
that of establishments in other parts 
of the State. This is very gratifying 
intelligence both to Mr. D a v is who 
has purchased the county right and 
expended a large amount in establish- 
a factory here, and to those of our citi­ 
zens who have large vineyards of the 
common grape. The raisins manufac­ 
tured in Los Angeles valley will com­ 
mand a premium both in San Fran­ 
cisco and in the Eastern market. Mr. 
D a v is ’ evaporators will be in opera­ 
tion within the next twenty days, 
when we have no doubt the predic­ 
tions of Mr. P y l e will be fully ver­ 
ified. 


Cremation. 
The annual mortality of Vienna 
amounts to about 20,000. The public 
authorities have decided that the cre­ 
mation of the dead should be carried 
into operation. They reckon on mak­ 
ing a great saving as well as consider­ 
able benefit' to the public health by 
burning the dead. People are begin­ 
ning to read such paragraphs as the 
above in the daily papers without a 
shudder. This only shows how rap­ 
idly public opinion can change. Twen­ 
ty years ago the refined class of civil­ 
ized society would have swooned away 
at the thought of being burned to 
ashes after death. In those days the 
bodies of the dead were treated more 
tenderly than an infaut. Any rough­ 
ness in handling the corpse was shock­ 
ing to the friends and bystanders. We 
shall never forget an incident which 
occurred in Arkansas some twenty - 
five years ago. A tall old man liad 
settled in the swamps of that State at 
an early date, and had supported 
his family on the products of his rifle 
until his children were grown, fought 
his last battle with the bear and gave 
up the ghost. Of course all the neigh­ 
bors came to the funeral the day fol­ 
lowing. The hour had arrived for the 
funeral, but the coffin had not yet ar­ 
rived from town. The company, how­ 
ever, waited patiently with the af­ 
flicted family, and about two hours 
after the appointed time (which was 
about 4 o’clock p. m.) the coffin ar­ 
rived. It was placed by the side of 
the corpse and the body faid in it. The 
coffin proved to be too short—the old 
man’s heels stuck out about five 
inches. 
This 
disconcerted 
the 
whole crowd. 
It was now too 
late to send for another coffin; 
besides, the parties who brought 
if declared “that it was the largest 
box that could be found in town.” 
The old lady and girls began to cry at 
an awful rate, while the neighbors 
gathered in groups around the yard to 
hold consultations. A son of the de­ 
ceased, a tall, angular young man, 
with his pants in his boots and his 
hands in his pockets, stood around 
looking at the condition of affairs for 
some time, finally straightening him­ 
self and said, “I can fix that,” and 
walked out of doors, and picked up 
an old chop-axe that lay in the yard, 
and walked back with it in his hand; 
before anyone had time to speak he 
struck the old gentleman a couple of 
blows across the shins, and broke 
them short off—with his left hand 
turned his feet over into the coffin and 
said “now lie’s all in, ye can screw 
him up.”

After 
consultation, however, they concluded 
not to molest the poor boy as “lie 
had no better sense,” 
This young 
man was only a little in advance of 
his age. Our refinement will soon 
overtake him. Vienna is quite up to 
him now.

A large two-story hotel is being 
built at Weston. 
Hop - picking lias commenced in 
Lane county. A large number of In­ 
dians are employed. 
The harvest in eastern Oregon is 
now entirely over. The yield in that 
section is less than last year.. 
The first meeting of the stockholders 
of the Willamette Valley and Coast. 
Railroad Company, for the election of 
Directors will be held at the Court­ 
house in Corvalles on the 17tli day of 
October. 
A party of prospectors who have 
been prospecting in the Blue moun­ 
tains and over as far as the ,Snake 
River country, returned lately and re­ 
port the discovery of gold, but not in 
paying quantities. 
The Oregon State Fair will begin on 
Monday, October 12th, and continue 
six days. Washington County Fair 
will be held at Hillsboro’. September 
28th. Five thousand dollars in prem­ 
iums are offered. Lina County Fair 
will be held at Albany' from the 6th 
to the 10th of October, inclusive. The 
premium list for this Fair amounts to 
§7,000. 
Last week Put Smith, now of Walla 
Walla, but formerly of Portland, sold 
five five full-blood merino bucks to 
Charles Jewell, State Senator-elect 
from Umatilla county, for $90 each, or 
S450 for the lot. One buck, whose 
fleece had been left on him in order to 
show its character as to length, fine­ 
ness and quality, was sheared on his 
arrival at his new home and the fleece 
weighed 18 pounds. 


The Territories. 
Wheat is one dollar per bushel at 
Boise City. 
The ruling price for wheat at Walla 
Walla is 35 cents per bushel. 
Rev. G. L. Whiteworth has taken 
charge of the Territorial University, at 
Seattle. 
Tt is estimated that the wheat crop 
in Montana this year is fifty per cent, 
less than last, and the oat crop 33 per 
cent. less.

H e r a l d : Although our 
citizens 
have 
been 
made 
aware 
through the medium of tlie press of 
tlie establishment of “ Wilson Col­ 
lege” at Wilmington, and of tlie mu­ 
nificent donation made by Hon. I). B- 
Wilson of buildings and grounds suit­ 
able for the purposes of both school 
and boarding-house, yet I think that 
comparatively littlo is known outside 
of Wilmington of the many and excel­ 
lent facilities which the management 
of the institution have provided for 
tlie mental and moral instruction and 
personal comfort of its pupils. Asthere 
has been much of “ the labor of love” 
wrought into the superstructure of this 
enterprise from its incipiency to the 
present, it should be the will and 
pleasure of tlie newspapers of tlie 
county to lend it a helping hand. 
Aware of the friendliness which the 
present management of the H e r a l d 
has manifested to the cause of educa­ 
tion, I visited Wilmington 011 Satur­ 
day last for the purpose of reporting to 
you what I might discover in and 
about Wilson College. 
I found, to begin with, buildings and 
grounds admirably adapted to tlie uses 
of a college and boarding-school. The 
location is about one and one-lialf 
miles north of tlie railroad depot and 
tlie bay, and about one-half mile west 
of the Los Angeles and Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad. The grounds comprise 
five acres of rich sandy loam, espe­ 
cially adapted to the growth of trees 
and shrubbery, vegetables and flowers. 
Immediately in front of the college 
building and boarding-house, Col. 
Wilson lias planted a five-acre park of 
Eucalyptus trees, which are now in 
their first year’s growth and are from 
four to six feet high. 
The rapid 
growth of this gum tree will soon pro­ 
vide a shady retreat that will be grate­ 
fully enjoyed by teachers and pupils, 
and by residents in the vicinity. In 
every respect the locality is a healthy 
one, and tlie water used is soft and 
pure. The school building is a large 
and commodious two-story structure, 
and affords ample room for at least 
one hundred and fifty pupils. The 
boarding-house, which 
is situated 
about one hundred yards from the col­ 
lege building, is a one-story cottage 
with an extensive corridor in front, a 
large hall, parlor, sitting-room, large 
dining-room, kitchen, and quite a 
number of large, airy sléeping-rooms, 
tastily furnished and with an air 
of comfort and cleanliness about them 
that isfentirely foreign to tlie board­ 
ing-house of the period. 
This depart­ 
ment, which is under the personal 
supervision of Mr. and Mrs. Buster, is 
well and properly managed, excellent 
and well cooked food is provided for 
the teachers and pupils, and a moral 
and social status maintained that is 
all the most loving and jealous par­ 
ent could desire. Mr. and Mrs. B. are 
Christian people who fully appreciate 
the responsibility oftheir position and 
whoso chief ambition appears to be 
the welfare of tlie pupils and the pros­ 
perity of the school. 
Mr. B. is one of 
the Trustees of the College. 
The property belongs to the Metho­ 
dist Episcopal Church South, having 
been donated to the Los Angeles Con­ 
ference by Col. Wilson, on the sole 
condition that an endowment of $5,000 
be raised by the Conference for the 
support of the school. The amount re­ 
quired lias already been subscribed, 
and as soon as it is rightly endowed 
and in proper form, the deed of the 
property will be executed. 
The nec­ 
essary measures have been taken to 
have the college properly chartered as 
such. 
During the late vacation an entire 
change was effected in the manage­ 
ment und corps of teachers. The Rev. 
A. M. Campbell of this city, having 
been called to the Presidency. That 
gentleman’s energy and perseverence 
in building up a nourishing church In 
this city and county, is guaranty 
enough that his efforts to make W il­ 
son College a popular institution will 
be entirely successful. Mr. Campbell's 
assistants are Prof. S.E.Mannon,A,M., 
Prof. 
Edmund 
Lenz, Miss Baily, 
(teacher of primary department) and 
MissM. E. Binford, teacher of music 
and painting and drawing. The pres­ 
ent term has now been running about 
one month, and there are thirty-five 
pupils, (eighteen girls and seventeen 
boys,) in attendance. 
About fifteen 
more are expected this week or next, 
so that the roll for the term will be 
about fifty altogether. The accommo­ 
dations are ample for three times that 
number. 
Pupils of all grades are received at 
the school. The course of study at 
present is as follows: 
All common 
school studies; arithmetic, aigebra, 
geometry, geography, grammar, phil­ 
osophy, Latin, German, French and 
book-keeping. The ratesof tuitionare: 
Primary Department, per month, $3; 
Preparatory Department (English), $4; 
Preparatory Department (Classical),$5; 
Collegiate Department (Irregular), Sli; 
Collegiate Department (Regular), $7; 
Extras: Music (with use of piano, or­ 
gan or guiltar), $7; painting, $5; 
drawing, $5. For board and furnished 
room, both of which are really good, 
only $4 per week is charged—students 
being required to furnish their own 
light and fuel and to get their washing 
done out. The institution has all the 
quiet and seclusion of a convent, and 
is simply a plain and comfortable 
home, requiring but a small outlay to 
the pupil for maintenance, in a most 
healthy locality and entirely free from 
the vibes and frivolties of cities and 
large towns. 
We understand that Mr. E. E. Hew­ 
itt, tlie gentlemanly Superintendent 
of the L. A. & S. P. R. R., who was 
for many years a resident of Wilming­ 
ton, has promised to give tlie College 
and those living near it tlie benefit of 
a side track and signal station as soon 
as practicable. Tills will enable vis­ 
itors and students from this city and 
other points on tlie road to reach the 
College grounds by an easy walk of a 
half mile, 
It is the intention of the managers 
of tlie College to put out trees and 
shrubbery and decorate and beautify 
the College grounds the coining W in­ 
ter, if the revenues of the institution 
will justify the necessary outlay. Mr. 
Campbell is rapidly 
gathering to­ 
gether a collection of books as tlie 
nucleus of a College library, and solic­ 
its donations from all who are disposed 
to contribute to that worthy object. 
He is also very desirous of collecting 
and classifying some mineral speci­ 
mens, and will properly attend to all 
such as may be consigned to him at 
Wilmington or this city. 
Here is an 
opportunity for our miners and pros­ 
pectors to deposit their “ discoveries 
for inspection.” 
I was told by Col. Wilson and Mr. 


Shorb, both of whom, with their la­ 
dies, I met in Miss Binford’s music 
room on Saturday evening, that with­ 
in three miles of the College is tlie 
finest beacli anywhere to to be found 
on the Pacific shore, and that beauti­ 
ful shells and rare and exquisite speci­ 
mens of sea moss are found in great 
quantities. An effort will soon be 
made to effect a lease or purchase of 
a portion of this sea frontage and 
plantout shade trees and erect bathing 
houses and cottages there. I was pre­ 
vented by high tide from making a 
personal inspection of this beach, but 
I shall do so 011 my next visit. 
It looks very much to me as though 
Wilmington lias a splendid future.^
